Jai  l’honneur  de  vous  presenter  le  Rapport 
de  rinspection  Medicate  pendant  P  annee  1908. 

Ij  histoire  epidemique  de  cette  derniere 
annee  est  tout  a  fait  normale,  la  Rougeole  qui 
ay  ait  reinpli  toute  1  annee  precedente  a  presque 
disparu,  et  les  maladies  notifiables  se  pre¬ 
sentment  an  tableau  dans  leurs  proportions 
ordinaires. 


Nous  avons  regu  par  l’intermediaire  du 
bureau  du  Greff  e  215  notifications  de  maladies 
epidemiques  qui  se  repartissent  ainsi  qu’il  suit  :

II  y  a  19  deces  sur  215  cas  notifies  ;  en 
comparant  avec  les  releves  des  annees  prece- 
dentes  nous  trouvons  que  les  moyennes  sont  a 
pen  pres  les  memes,  tout  en  regrettant  que  la 
fievre  typhoide,  et  surtout  la  diphterie,  nous 
donnent  un  percentage  trop  eleve. 


Sauf  an  mois  de  Fevrier  ou  9  cas  de  fievre 
typhoide  furent  notifies,  par  suite  d’une  epi- 
demie  locale  survenue  a  St.-Pierre,  nous  avons 
un  ch  litre  a  peu  pres  uniforme  pour  tous  les 
autres  mois  de  V annee. 
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Comme  ton  jours  plusieurs  cas  (3)  ont  ete  a 
notre  conuaissance  causes  par  cles  huitres  ou 
des  coquillages  manges  crus,  et  d’autrepart 
deux  cas  ont  ete  importes  du  dehors. 

Diphterie.  La  diphterie  a  malheureusement  augmente 
cette  annee  ;  apres  avoir  donne  environ  5  cas 
par  mois,  elle  a  brusquement  passe  a  12,  17  et 
10  pendant  les  trois  derniers  mois,  atteignant 
le  total  de  92  cas,  soit  22  de  plus  qu’en  1907  ; 
la  mortalite  donne  une  moyenne  a  peu  pres 
semblable  mais  depassant  10°/o  ce  qui  est  trop 
eleve.  La  plupart  des  deces  en  1908  ont  eu 
pour  cause  des  complications  cardiaques  par 
intoxication  secondaire,  il  semblait  que  la 
diphterie  avait  pris  une  forme  plus  dangereuse 
avec  intoxication  plus  profonde  de  rorganisme. 

Nous  sonnnes  obliges  de  reconnaitre  que  les 
cas  de  diphterie  sont  beaucoup  plus  nombreux 
en  ville  qu’a  la  campagne,  73  cas  sur  92.  Les 
conditions  d ’habitation  dans  les  quartiers 
pauvres  et  les  agglomerations  dans  les  ecoles 
sont  certainement  les  causes  predominates,  et 
nous  avons  malheureusement  du  constater  que 
certaines  ecoles  semblaient  plus  parti culiere- 
ment  atteintes  malgre  tous  les  efforts  pour  les 
mettre  dans  les  meilleures  conditions  sanitaires. 

Qu’il  nous  soit  permis  a  ce  sujet  de  nous 
elever  hautement  contre  l’usage  des  ardoises 
dans  toutes  les  ecoles  en  general.  L’ardoise 
n’est  pas  personnelle,  elle  passe  de  mains  en 
mains  ;  par  suite  de  sa  porosite  il  est  a  peu  pres 
impossible  de  la  desinfecter,  et  lorsqu’elle  a 
servi  un  jour  a  tin  enfant  sous  le  coup  d’une 
attaque  de  diphterie,  et  qui  ha  nettoyee  avec  sa 
salive,  elle  aura  bien  des  chances  de  donner  le 
lendemain  la  meme  maladie  a  heleve  qui  y 
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appliquera  ses  doigts  et  souvent  meme  sa 
langue. 

II  y  a  l’a  une  source  de  danger  bien  plus 
serieuse  que  la  simple  agglomeration  des  eleves 
dans  un  local  restreint,  et  il  appartient,  a  votre 
Comite  d’y  apporter  un  remede  radical. 

/  N°u.s  n’avons  eu  que  25  cas  de  Scarlatine  Scarlatine. 
repartis  a  peu  pres  uniformement  sur  les  douze 
mois  de  1  annee.  II  y  a  eu  un  deces  en  ville  et 
un  a  la  campagne. 

Apres  la  nombreuse  epidemie  qui  avait  Rougeole. 
rempli  toute  1  annee  preceden te,  la  rougeole 
avait  disparu  pendant  les  trois  premiers  mois 
de  1908,  puis  elle  reparut  en  Avril,  donnant 
entre  1  et  5  cas  par  mois,  et  passa  subitement 
a  20  cas  en  Novembre  et  22  en  Decembre. 

II  est  a  remarquer  que  cette  annee  la  rougeole 
s'attaque  presqu  uniquement  aux  grandes  per- 
sonnes,  les  enfants  ayant  pour  ainsi  dire  paye 
leur  tribut  pendant  lepidemie  de  1907. 

II  n’y  a  eu  aucun  deces  cause  par  la  rougeole. 

La  fjevre  puerperale  revenue  a  sa  moyenne  Fievre 
ordinaire  apres  Laugmentation  constatee  en  Puerperale 
1907,  nous  donne  seulement  deux  cas  et  un 
seul  deces. 

^  Nous  notons  en  passant  9  deces  causes  par  Autres 
1  influenza  et  5  causes  par  la  coqueluche.  Maladies. 

II  nous  a  paru  interessant  de  faire  un  releve 
de  maladies  epidemiques  pour  chaque  paroisse 
diflerente.  Ce  tableau  nous  permet  de  com¬ 
parer  la  frequence  relative  des  epidemies  a  la 
ville  et  a  la  campagne,  et  d’autrepart  en  faisant 
un  pareil  releve  a  la  fin  de  chaque  annee  nous 
pourrions  dans  quelque  temps  reconnaitre  cer- 
taines  zones  dangereuses  dont  nous  aurions  a 
ameliorer  Fetat  Sanitaire.

Maladies.  Paroisses  de  la  Campagne. 


Nous  notons  tout  d’abord  que  les  deux  pa¬ 
roisses  de  St.-Jean  et  St.-Ouen  n’ont  pasnotifie 
un  seul  cas  de  maladie  epidemique  pendant 
1908. 

Etant  donne  que  la  population  de  la  paroisse 
de  St.-Helier  (27,985),  est  a  peu  pres  egale  a 
la  population  totale  des  11  paroisses  de  la 
campagne  (24,651),  la  comparaison  des  deux 
dernieres  colonnes  du  tableau  ci-dessus  est  tres 
interessante,  elle  nous  montre  que  toutes  les 
maladies  epidemiques  (diphterie,  scarlatine, 
rougeole),  sont  plus  frequentes  en  ville,  comnie 
on  pouvait  s’y  attend  re  par  suite  de  hagglome- 
ration,  tandis  que  la  fievre  typlioide  qui  est  si 
rarement  epidemique  a  Jersey,  se  rencontre 
plus  frequemment  a  la  campagne  oil  les  habi¬ 
tants  consomment  des  eaux  de  source  facilement 
contaminees  par  les  travaux  de  culture. 

Comme  chaque  annee  je  joins  a  ce  rapport 
le  releve  general  des  maladies  epidemiques 
notifiees  au  Grehe  pendant  V annee  1908. 

En  parcourant  les  diverses  colonnes  de  ce 
releve  vous  verrez  que  sur  les  215  cas  de 
maladies,  43  ont  ete  transportes  a  hHopital- 
General  et  8  a  u  AVestmount.”

Comme  je  1’avais  annonce  1’annee  derniere 
notre  tableau  de  la  mortalite  parait  mainteuant 
sous  une  forme  qui  permetla  comparaison  avec 
les  statistiques  des  autres  pays. 

Nous  allons  pouvoir  dorenavant  etudier  d’une 
fagon  certaine  les  fluctuations  de  la  mortalite, 
aussi  bien  prise  en  bloc  et  comparee  avec  les 
naissances,  etc.,  que  prise  en  detail,  chaque 
maladie  ou  groupe  de  maladie  donnant  une 
moyenne  qui  nous  permettra  d’utiles  compa- 
raisons. 

Avant  de  parler  des  deces,  nous  avons  cru 
utile  de  fixer  le  chiffre  de  la  population  et  des 
naissances  a  Jersey,  et  grace  a  l’extreme  obli- 
geance  de  Monsieur  H.~C.  Arthur,  Enregistreur 
Surintendant,  nous  pouvons  vous  presenter  un 
tableau  donnant  le  nombre  des  naissances  et 
des  deces  depuis  1881,  et  celui  des  manages 
depuis  1891,  et  aussi  le  chiffre  des  trois  der- 
niers  recencements  a  Jersey. 

On  voit  de  suite  que  les  cliiffres  des  nais¬ 
sances  et  des  deces  suivent  unemarche  presque 
regulierement  descendante,  pour  le  faire  res- 
sortir  d’une  fagon  plus  sensible  nous  avons  fait 
un  tableau  donnant  les  moyennes  par  groupes 
de  neuf  annees,  nous  obtenons  ainsi  trois 
groupes  plus  faciles  a  comparer  :

Naturellement  le  nombre  des  deces  diminue

Nous  voyons  que  la  mortalite  par  Typhoide 
a  Jersey  depasse  de  beaucoup  la  mortalite  en 
Angleterre.

Infectious  Disease. 

A  considerable  decrease  will  be  noticed  in  the 
number  of  visits  to  houses  where  infectious  disease 
had  occurred,  when  compared  with  last  year. 

The  diminution  is  naturally  owing  to  the  corres¬ 
ponding  decrease  in  the  number  of  cases  notified. 

On  a  notification  being  received  the  address  of 
the  patient  is  at  once  visited,  enquiries  are  made  as 
regards  milk  supply,  school  attended  (if  any),  pos¬ 
sible  contact  with  previous  cases,  &c.,  the  premises 
are  inspected,  a  sample  of  the  drinking  water  de¬ 
posited  at  the  Official  Analyst’s  Office,  and  the  result 
of  the  investigation  reported  to  the  Medical  In¬ 
spector  within,  at  most,  24  hours,  of  the  receipt  of 
the  notification  at  the  Greffe. 

In  all  147  houses  were  visited  on  this  account  (as 
against  372  during  last  year),  and  in  no  less  than 
31  cases  reports  on  the  condition  of  the  premises 
involved  were  necessary,  and  frequently  extensive 
alterations  and  improvements  were  carried  out. 

In  two  cases  where  milk  was  being  retailed  on 
the  infected  premises  the  sale  was  temporarily 
stopped,  and  five  farmers  were  prohibited  from 
sending  milk  into  town  until  disinfection  had  taken 
place. 

In  17  cases  the  water  supply  was  found,  on  ana¬ 
lysis,  to  be  impure,  and  the  well  or  cistern 
condemned. 

Smoke  Test. 

The  smoke  test  was  applied  on  28  occasions  to 
the  drainage  systems  of  18  properties. 

In  the  six  cases  where  fees  of  £1  had  been  paid 
by  owners  or  tenants  for  the  purpose  of  having 
drains  and  sanitary  fittings  tested  and  examined, 
certificates  were  granted  after  everything  had  been 
put  into  satisfactory  order  and  proved  to  be  sound. 


Out  of  the  18  systems  tested,  only  one  was  found 
to  he  thoroughly  satisfactory  at  first  test,  while  in 
12  instances  very  serious  defects  were  discovered. 

In  nine  cases  the  state  of  affairs  disclosed  neces¬ 
sitated  overhauling  and  relaying  the  entire  system, 
and  it  is  noteworthy  that  in  no  less  than  10  cases 
the  house  drains  were  not  disconnected  from  the 
main  sewer.  This  defect  allows  sewer  gas  to  escape 
into  the  houses  through  any  leaky  joints  and  faulty 
or  un trapped  fittings. 

No  doubt  this  state  of  things  prevails  in  hundreds 
of  other  houses  which  have  not  been  attended  to 
recently.

The  number  of  houses  where  the  inmates  are 
exposed  to  these  risks  are  being  materially  de¬ 
creased.  29  properties  were  “  trapped  off  ”  from 
the  town  sewer  dining  the  past  year. 

Milk  Supply. 

362  inspections  of  retail  milkshops  took  place 
during  the  past  year,  and  the  continued  visits 
appear  to  have  influenced  to  some  extent  the  condi¬ 
tion  of  some  of  the  less  cleanly  establishments. 

On  the  1st  January,  1908,  there  were  139  milk- 
shops  on  the  Register,  which  number  has  been 
reduced  to  122  during  the  year,  as  only  two  shop¬ 
keepers  have  taken  up  the  sale  of  milk,  while  19 
have  dropped  the  trade,  in  some  cases  to  the  great 
benefit  of  the  general  public. 

While  the  principal  dairies  in  the  town  are  ex¬ 
ceptionally  well  kept,  and  little  fault  can  be  found 
with  many  of  the  smaller  shops  where  milk  is  sold 
together  with  other  commodities,  yet  a  number  of 
retailers  still  fail  to  observe  that  scrupulous  clean¬ 
liness  which  is  necessary  to  the  satisfactory  carrying 
on  of  a  milk  business  from  a  public  health  point  of 
view.

The  want  of  definite  regulations  as  to  what  may 
and  may  not  he  permitted  in  the  conduct  of  a 
business  is  a  serious  handicap  to  progress. 

A  case  may  be  instanced  of  a  person  who  was 
selling  about  30  “pots”  of  milk  a  day  among  in¬ 
conceivably  filthy  surroundings.  A  report  was  for¬ 
warded  to  the  Constable  requesting  that  the  sale  of 
milk  should  be  prohibited  until  the  premises  were 
put  into  a  satisfactory  condition.  The  shopkeeper, 
on  receipt  of  the  notice,  rented  another  shop  near 
at  hand  and  dispensed  her  milk  therefrom,  thus 
continuing  business  without  a  day’s  interruption  in 
fresh  premises  which  rapidly  became  as  dirty  and 
unwholesome  as  the  original  shop. 

It  would  seem  that  on  account  of  there  being  no 
system  of  compulsory  registration  of  milkshops 
any  person  may  open  a  milkshop  among  the  most 
insanitary  surroundings,  and  on  the  premises  being 
reported  as  unfit  for  the  sale  of  milk,  the  offender 
can  merely  move  into  another  shop  as  unsuitable  as 
the  original  one. 

The  samples  of  milk  taken  for  analysis  are  dealt 
with  under  another  heading. 

Bakehouses. 

149  visits  have  been  paid  to  bakehouses,  of 
which  there  are  59  on  the  Register,  49  being 
situated  in  the  Town  Parish. 

The  average  condition  is  good,  but  there  is  still 
room  for  improvement  in  certain  quarters. 

During  the  year  four  reports  regarding  the  ne¬ 
cessity  of  limewashing  were  promptly  attended  to  ; 
one  bakehouse  was  supplied  with  adequate  light 
and  ventilation  and  the  floor  and  walls  cemented  ; 
and  a  country  establishment  was  reported  as  unfit 
for  use  as  a  bakehouse  owing  to  its  being  situated 
in  a  stable.  In  this  last  case  a  new  building  was 
acquired  and  the  former  one  disused. 
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Lodging  Houses. 

28  inspections  of  lodging  houses  were  made 
previous  to  the  influx  of  Breton  labourers  for  the 
potato  season,  and  53  sleeping  apartments  were 
measured  and  the  doors  labelled  with  the  number 
of  persons  allowable  in  each  room  or  cubicle. 

A  list  of  those  so  numbered  was  then  prepared 
and  handed  over  to  the  Police,  with  a  view  to  night 
inspection  of  the  different  premises  to  ensure  against 
overcrowding. 

No  cases  of  overcrowding  were  reported. 

A  considerable  amount  of  lime  washing,  cleansing, 
and  in  some  cases,  provision  of  ventilation  was 
necessary  before  some  of  the  premises  could  be 
passed  as  fit  for  the  accommodation  of  lodgers. 

House  to  House  Inspection. 

The  increased  number  of  803  visits  have  been 
paid  in  the  course  of  house  to  house  inspection  in 
the  poorer  quarters  of  the  town. 

The  defects  discovered  are  dealt  with  under  the 
heading  of  “  nuisances.” 

With  regard  to  these  visits  I  notice  that  the 
majority  of  tenants  seem  afraid  to  complain  of  de¬ 
fects  or  nuisances  in  case  their  landlord  or  neigh¬ 
bour  should  hear  of  their  action. 

I  think  it  would  be  well  if  the  public  were  made 
aware  that  the  name  of  a  complainant  is  never, 
under  any  circumstances,  divulged,  but  that  no 
notice .  whatever  is  taken  of  anonymous  corres¬ 
pondence. 

Complaints. 

125  complaints  have  been  received  during  the 
year  from  various  sources,  as  against  112  received 
during  the  previous  year. 

The  great  majority  of  these  complaints  were  dis¬ 
covered  to  be  well-founded. 
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Nuisances. 

The  largely-increased  number  of  989  visits 
have  been  paid  to  premises  where  nuisances  existed, 
and  159  reports  (an  increase  of  58  over  last  year), 
have  been  forwarded  to  the  Constables  of  the  va¬ 
rious  parishes,  made  up  as  follows  : — 137  referring 
to  properties  situate  in  the  parish  of  St.  Helier,  and 
22  regarding  property  in  country  parishes. 

As  regards  the  proprietor  mentioned  in  my  last 
Annual  Report  who  persistently  neglected  to  supply 
his  tenants  with  adequate  water  supply  and  proper 
sanitary  accommodation,  after  considerable  delay  to 
allow  of  the  work  being  put  in  hand  the  Committee 
inspected  the  premises  and  ordered  the  work  to  be 
done  within  one  month.  As  nothing  had  been  done 
at  the  expiration  of  the  month  the  proprietor  was 
presented  before  the  Royal  Court  and  fined  £10 
and  £4  expenses. 

The  necessary  work  has  now  been  satisfactorily 
carried  out. 

Consequent  on  a  report  by  the  Medical  Inspector 
and  myself  regarding  the  unhealthy  condition  of 
part  of  the  First  Tower  district,  the  Committee 
caused  to  be  put  in  hand  the  new  main  drain  in 
Bellozanne  Road. 

While  this  undertaking  has  considerably  im- 
pioved  matters  m  that  part  of  the  district,  where 
formerly  sewage  was  discharged  either  into  cesspools 
or  direct  on  to  the  surface  of  the  land,  there  still 
remains  a  well-founded  cause  of  complaint  caused 
by  the  brook  at  Mont  Cochon. 

This  brook,  after  running  underneath  the  back 
piemises  of  a  number  of  houses  wdiere  openings 
are  provided  in  order  that  the  tenants  may  use  the 
water  for  domestic  purposes,  receives  near  its  outlet 
a  considerable  quantity  of  sewage  and  then  dis¬ 
charges  on  to  the  beach  at  a  point  near  high-water 
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mark.  The  fact  of  its  discharging  so  high  up  the 
beach  and  near  the  bathing  station  alone  constitutes 
a  nuisance,  but  in  addition  to  this  the  outlet  becomes 
partially  choked  with  shingle,  and  a  mass  of  foul 
matter  becomes  arrested  near  the  mouth  of  the 
channel.  It  follows  that  when  the  wind  is  southerly 
the  foul  gases  are  driven  up  the  channel  to  escape 
at  the  nearest  openings,  viz.,  those  situated  at  the 
back  doors  of  the  dwelling-houses  on  the  east  side 
of  Mont  Cochon.  This  matter,  in  my  opinion,  re¬ 
quires  attention. 

Following  on  the  reports  which  have  resulted 
from  these  visits  a  large  amount  of  work  has  been 
carried  out  under  my  supervision,  the  details  of 
which  I  append  below  : —

69  visits  were  paid  to  dairy  farms  whence  milk 
is  sold  direct  to  the  consumer  or  supplied  to  retail 
establishments.

Observations. 

Six  reports  were  transmitted  to  the  Constables  of 
the  various  Parishes  regarding  structural  defects, 
lack  of  adequate  water  supply,  &c.,  and  in  each 
case  the  cause  of  complaint  has  now  been  removed. 

The  state  of  affairs  in  a  large  proportion  of  the 
farms  leaves  much  to  be  desired,  while  in  some  cases 
the  want  of  care  and  cleanliness  is  deplorable. 

A  common  defect  is  the  omission  to  set  aside  an 
apartment  properly  and  conveniently  situated,  to  be 
used  exclusively  for  dairy  purposes,  especially  when 
milk  is  kept  on  the  premises  for  local  distribution. 

I  have  frequently  found  milk  and  milk  vessels 
being  kept  in  stuffy  living  rooms,  kitchens,  potato 
stores,  &c.,  and  sometimes  in  close  proximity  to 
pigstyes  and  manure  heaps,  fully  exposed  to  dust, 
flies  and  effluvia. 

Food  Samples. 

lob  samples  of  food  have  been  procured  under 
the  provisions  of  the  “  Loi  touchant  la  Falsification 
des  Denrees.” 


This  number  includes  24  samples  of  milk  pur¬ 
chased  during  1907,  but  which  were  not  mentioned 
in  my  last  Annual  Report  owing  to  the  matter  of 
an  equitable  standard  being  then  under  considera¬ 
tion  by  the  English  Government  Analyst.

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  samples  Nos.  40,  88 
and  94  were  all  procured  from  the  same  shop  and 
showed  deficiencies  in  milk  fat  of  24,  46  and  53 °/Q 
respectively,  while  the  second  sample  contained 
traces  of  boracic  acid,  and  the  third  32  grains  per 
gallon  of  the  same  preservative.  This  shop  is  now 
closed. 

In  like  manner  Nos.  54,  86  and  92  relate  to  the 
same  dealer. 

The  sample  procured  at  the  first  visit  was  certified 
to  contain  at  least  7°/0  of  added  water.  The  second 
passed  as  genuine,  though  far  from  rich  milk,  but 
contained  traces  of  boracic  acid.  The  third,  taken 
very  shortly  afterwards,  showed  a  startling  improve¬ 
ment  in  quality,  with  an  increase  of  more  than 
50°/o  in  total  solids  over  the  previous  sample,  but 
was  certified  to  contain  34  grains  per  gallon  of 
boracic  acid.  This  sample  was  in  fact  taken  from 
a  can  of  cream  evidently  laid  aside  to  guard  against 
a  surprise  visit  but,  unfortunately,  a  preservative 
had  been  added. 

On  the  case  coming  before  Court  the  offender 
pleaded  not  guilty, and  asked  for  the  sample  produced 
in  Court  to  be  forwarded  to  the  Government  Analyst 
in  London  for  final  decision.  This  was  done,  when 
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tlie  resulting  analysis  showed  a  slight  increase  in 
the  percentage  of  boracic  acid  added. 

A  line  of  A2  and  the  costs  of  the  two  analyses 
was  imposed,  and  the  dealer  then  discontinued  the 
sale  of  milk. 

The  farmer  involved  in  the  prosecution  conse¬ 
quent  on  the  analysis  of  sample  No.  59  pleaded  not 
guilty,  declaring  that  lie  sold  the  milk  just  as  it 
came  from  the  cow,  and  endeavoured  to  show  that 
liis  faun  consisted  of  some  of  the  poorest  pasture  m 
the  Island.  This  was  in  March. 

In  August  an  exceedingly  good  sample  of  milk 
was  obtained  from  the  supply  sent  into  town  by  the 

same  farmer. 

• 

Sample  No.  101  was  purchased  from  a  farmer’s 
handcart  while  the  milk  was  being  delivered  to  a 
retailer.  The  analysis  showed  a  deficiency  in  milk 
fat  of  30%  or  thereby. 

On  receiving  warning  to  attend  the  Court  the 
farmer  put  forward  the  allegation  that  the  milk  was 
that  of  two  particular  cows  which  were  giving  very 
poor  milk  at  the  time.  He  also  stated  that  he  was 
in  the  habit  of  mixing  this  milk  with  that  of  other 
cows,  but  that  on  the  morning  the  sample  was  taken 
he  had,  unfortunately,  omitted  to  do  so,  and  that  I 
had  chanced  to  hit  upon  the  can  containing  the 
milk  of  these  two  particular  cows  in  taking  the 
sample. 

He  suggested  that  I  should  take  a  sample  direct 
from  the  cows,  and  on  the  following  morning  I  saw 
the  two  cows  in  question  milked  and  took  a  genuine 
sample  of  the  milk  of  each  cow. 

These  samples  I  delivered  to  the  Official  Analyst 
as  usual,  without  intimation  of  the  manner  m  which 
I  had  procured  them,  or  any  other  particulars. 
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The  resulting  analyses  indicated  good  average 
samples  of  milk,  as  the  following  figures,  which 
speak  for  themselves,  will  testify  :  —

Altogether  22  samples  have  been  taken  from 
farmers,  out  of  which  three  were  found  to  be  other 
than  genuine,  a  proportion  of  about  13 J-  per  cent. 

On  the  other  hand  80  samples  have  been  pur¬ 
chased  from  retail  milkshops,  of  which  number  20 
(or  25  per  cent.)  have  been  found  to  be  adulterated.

It  will  be  seen  that  when  taken  as  a  whole  a 
somewhat  significant  decrease  in  milk  fat  in  the 
case  of  the  retailers  is  noticeable. 

I  have  pleasure  in  stating,  as  evidence  of  im¬ 
provement  in  the  milk  supply  generally,  that  the 
last  22  samples  of  milk  taken  have,  on  analysis, 
been  found  to  be  genuine. 

The  samples  of  bread,  coffee,  pepper,  butter,  &c., 
were  all  certified  to  be  genuine. 
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Certain  coffee  samples  contained  a  somewhat  ex¬ 
cessive  proportion  of  chicory,  but  were  protected 
by  the  fact  of  the  article  being  sold  as  a  mixture. 

The  total  fines  imposed  on  offenders  amounted  to 
£16  10s.,  with  £7  7s.  costs.
